New Type of Mobile Shelving 

Libraries with space problems will be interested to 
learn that the Compactus system of mobile shelving is 
now being manufactured in this country. This system, 
which was originally developed in Switzerland and has 
been widely adopted by large libraries in that country, 
may revolutionize present practices with regard. to 
mobile shelving. Instead of each bank of shelving being 
moved individually along its own axis by hand, the 
shelyes are packed tightly together and moved laterally 
by an electric motor from any given point, so-that the 
whole stack is like a pack of cards which can be sepazated 
at any point desired. This system can double the storage 
capacity of available space. The shelves, when closed, 
are sealed by rubber packing, and thus the books are 
protected from light, dust, and damp. Librarians

On 17th January, 1955, Aslib was most fortunate in 
hearing a lecture from Mr. Joe Reid, lately senior 
adviser to Insdoc, who was briefly visiting this country 
en route for Canada. Mr. Agard Evans, Chief Librarian 
of the Ministry of Works, took the Chair.. 

Mr. Reid, who planned the centre, was sent out by 
Unesco to take charge in January, 1952. From the 
beginning the centre has been a project of the Govern- 
ment of India qualifying for Unesco aid under the 
expanded Technical Assistance Propramme of the U.N., 
and Mr. Reid gave a vivid description of the work 
undertaken by him and his two colleagues from 
Unesco. The three experts have functioned - as 
advisers, respectively, in documentation, scientific 
translation and document reproduction.

_Mr. Reid went on to describe the functions of the 
centre, quoting figures to show the rapid development 
that is taking place as a result of increasing demands.

Aslib Winter Meeting : April 

Mr. C. H. Gibbs-Smith, Keeper of the Department of 
Extensions Service, Victoria and Albert Museum 
(formerly Director of Photograph Division, Ministry of 
Information), will speak on “ Problems of Classifying 
Pictorial Material ”. The Chair will be taken by Mrs. 
Barbara Fell, Director of Reference Division (formerly 
Director of Photograph Division), Central Office of 
Information. . 

The speaker maintains that the classification and 
storage of pictorial material should be determined, not 
by any arbitrary or ideal standard method; but by the 
purpose it has to serve. There can be no standard way 
of dealing with the material and, in fact, there are 
important reasons against employing such systems as 
the U.D.C. 

An important consideration is the desirability of an 
arrangement which provides staff with as much direct 
access to the material as possible. The subsidiary 
interests in any given picture are so many that cross- 
referencing can only help toa limited degree. Familiarity 
with the material is the only sure way to get the most 
out of a picture library. 

Cross-referencing has its own problems, especially if 
only one example of each picture is available, there 
being few pictures that can claim one all-important 
classification heading. 

The talk will range over the most important points of 
classification, location and housing of pictorial material ; 
and examples of recommended equipment will be 
shown. Jt is very much hoped that all Aslib members 
who have to deal with photographs, portraits, films, 
slides, maps, etc., will come to the meeting and take 
part in the discussion.

Patent Office Printing Arrears 

Excellent progress in the reduction of the Patent 
Office printing arrears has been reported for the last 
quarter of 1954. The arrear of war-time abridgments 
has been completely cleared and that of post-war 
abridgments reduced by a further 6,500. It now stands 
at only 34,000. All the material for the subject indexes 
of the group volumes of the last war-time sequence 
(commencing 540,001) is now ready for printing. When 
this is completed, the war-time arrears of every kind will 
have been cleared. 

Of the fourth post-war sequence (commencing 
620,001) two-thirds of the group volumes are on sale, 
including their indexes, and the rest are binding, and of 
the fifth post-war sequence three-quarters of the group 
volumes ate with the printers. The consolidated name 
index of the second post-wat sequence (commencing 
380,001) is now on sale; that of the third is almost 
completely printed®; that of the fourth is in proof and 
that of the fifth is with the printers.

Aslib Winter Meeting : February... .. . ; 
Some forty members were present at the Royal 
Society of Arts on Tuesday, 22nd February, when, - 
under the Chairmanship of Miss E. Ditmas, Mr. J. 
Bird, Librarian of Aslib, spoke on “ A new look at 
ibrary literature, or why write about information 

work ?”. i l 

Mr. Bird. suggested that the principal functions of 
library literature were to inform on current events, 
describe extensions of existing practice, and evaluate 
theories, techniques and methods, and that none of 
these jobs was being performed adequately. It was 
apparent that articles with a descriptive or purely 
theoretical approach were over-represented, whereas 
very little was written on the comparative evaluation of 
techniques, based on research and investigation. 

The speaker outlined a number of ways in which the 
situation might be improved, and suggested that study 
for a higher library qualification based on research and 
investigation in.a particular field might be a fertile 
source of the kind of articles required. 

The Chairman, opening the discussion, drew a vivid 
picturé of the many practical difficulties which beset 
editors in their efforts to improve the quality of their 
publications, and ‘the meeting ended with. a lively 
discussion on the many controversial points raised.

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Aetonautical Group Conference 

The Fourth Annual Conference of the Aslib Aero- 
nautical Group was held jointly with the Classification 
Research Group at the College of Aeronautics, Cran- 
field, from 1st to 3rd April, 1955.

Standard on the storage of microfilm 
The British Standards Institution has issued a 


' revision of the Standard Recommendations for the 


storage of microfilm, BS 1153: 1955. This standard 
supersedes the 1944 edition and contains up-to-date 
information obtained as the result of recent experience. 
It applies only to microfilms made on a safety-film base 
and it is recommended that other microfilm should be 
copied on to safety film.. Separate conditions are speci- - 
fied for microfilm required for a period up to twenty-five 
years and for film required for archival permanence. 
Aspects covered include processing, protection from 


fire and water, chemical contamination, relative humi- 


dity, temperature and air conditioning. Recommenda- 


' tions are also made concerning containers, film removal 


and conditions for transport. Copies may be had from 
the Sales Manager, British Standards Institution, British 
Standards House, 2 Park Street, London, W.1, price 35. 


Historical Abstracts : . 

The publication of a new quarterly abstracting 
journal entitled Historical Abstracts has been announced.

New Copyright Bill 

A Bill to amend the Copyright Act of 1911 has been 
introduced into the House of Lords. The main pro- 
vision of this Bill is that it extends the full term of copy- 
right to fifty years after the authar’s death. Its purpose is 
to enable the United Kingdom to ratify the Universal 
Copyright Convention. 

The Convention has been ratified by the United States 
and a number of other countries, but a total of twelve 
ratifications is needed before it will come into force. The 
most important result of its enforcement for the United 
Kingdom would be that works published in the United 
States would receive copyright protection in this 
country. 

The present Bill does not bear any relation to the 
report of the Copyright Committee. The Government 
has stated, however, that it will accept the report with 
minor modifications, and that a comprehensive Bill to 
amend the law on the general lines of the Committee’s 


recommendations will be introduced as soon as practic- 
able. 


JN ew Library Journal : 


The newly established Department of Librarianship at 
the University of South Africa, which has instituted a 
full coutse of study in Librarianship and Bibliography 
for all degrees awarded in the Faculty of Arts, has 
founded a journal to publish the results of the research’ 
of its students. It will appear six times a year under the 
title Mousaion. Each issue will be devoted toa single study, 
which may be in English, French, German, Italian or 
Spanish, and will contain a bibliography and reviews of 


publications. The subjects to be covered include most 


aspects of the theory and history of librarianship and 
bibliography. While the publication is mainly reserved 
for journals, schools, research centres and documenta- 
tion centres concerned with the study of books and 
libraries, to whom it is supplied free of charge, a limited 
number of copies will be available for sale to interested 
individuals, institutions or libraries (uniform price: 3s. 
pert copy, 155. 6d. for six numbers). The address of the 
publishers is Mousaion, c/o 181 East Avenue, Pretoria, 
South Africa. 


Atomic Energy and Aeronautical Reports on Micro- 
cards 

The Microcard Foundation (Middleton, Conn., 
U.S.A.) has embarked on two important projects for 
making generally available on microcards certain U.S. 
Government reports which have previously been avail- 
able only on a restricted basis. The first is a complete 
file of the unclassified reports of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission and future unclassified reports will be in- 
cluded in the series as they are issued. Some 9,500 
reports are available and they are being issued at the rate 
of 1,800 a year. It is hoped that it will be possible to 
subscribe to certain categories of the reports only. It is 
expected that the charge will be approximately 20 cents 
pet card for those subscribing to thé whole series, or 
so cents per card for individual reports. 

The second series is a complete set of all the reports of 
the U.S. National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics 
since its inception in 1915. Each card will carry an author 
and title entry readable with the naked eye but no classi- 
fication other than the NACA serial number. The price 
of this series will bee2s cents per card, and it will also be 
possible to subscribe to certain categories only.

Uniterm Index of Chemical Patents 

Aslib has received details of a Uniterm Index of 
Chemical Patents, which is published by Information for 
Industry, Inc., 2521 Connecticut Avenue, Washington, 
8, D.C, U.S.A. All chemical patents issued by the 
United States Patent Office from 1st January, 1955, are 
included—an estimated 6,000 patents a year. The Index 
entries refer to the excerpt contained in the Official 
Patent Gazette and these excerpts are reprinted in a 
convenient form and are sent to subscribers. The Index 
is published six times a year on the fifteenth of the 
month. Each issue is cumulative and covers all patents 
issued during the previous two months and all preceding 
months from January, 1955. The subscription for one 
year is $1,000. 


Hulton Readership Survey 

The 1955 issue of the Hulton Readership Survey has just 
been issued. This survey of the readership of the most 
popular newspapers and periodicals, based on inter- 
views rather than circulation figures, is widely recog- 
nized as one of the most important sources of informa- 
tion in its field. The 1955 issue contains many new 
features, including: a new classification of readership 
figures by types of households; fuller information on 
television ownership; sole readership figures, introduced 
for the first time; detailed analysis of informants’ 
occupations analysed by social class groups; a more 
detailed analysis by age group; analysis of housewives 
by age; a map of the distribution of interviews; and a 
photograph copy of the questionnaire used. A copy of 
the survey is in the Aslib library and is available for loan.

Universal Copyright Convention 

The Universal Copyright Convention has now 
received the required number of twelve ratifications and 
will come into force on 16th September, 1955. The 
countries which have so far ratified the Convention are: 
Andorra, Cambodia, Chile, Costa Rica, German Federal 
Republic, Haiti, Israel, Laos, Monaco, Pakistan, Spain 
and the U.S.A. Under this Convention any work copy- 
righted in one of the signatory countries will automatic- 
ally receive copyright protection in all the others. 

The Bill concerning ratification of the Convention 
by the United Kingdom which was read in the House 
of Lords (as mentioned in the July issue of this bulletin) 
has now been dropped, but it was announced in the 
Queen’s Speech that further legislation is under con- 
sideration. 


Aslib Publications 

Members will be interested to hear that work on the 
new Directory to sources of specialized information is nearly 
complete, and that the first sections will be sent to the 
printers at the end of this month. Another long-awaited 
publication, the Handbook of special librarianship and 
information work, is already in the Press. 

Publication of the second volume of the Index to theses 
accepted for higher degrees in the universities of Great Britain 
and Ireland has been considerably delayed. This has re- 
sulted from the difficulties of classifying thesis material 
by titles. However, it is hoped that Volume I, 1951- 
1952, will be published during the next few months. 
Several of the universities have agreed to supply more 
detailed information in the future, and Aslib is grateful 
for this further co-operation which should result in 
speedier publication of future volumes. 

In revising and enlarging the second in the series of 
Aslib Manuals, The cataloguing, arrangement and filing of 
special material in special libraries (first published in 1950), 
Mr. R. L. Collison has changed the title to The treatment 
of special material in libraries. In a foreword to the new 
edition he explains that he has made this change because 
“the problems treated in this volume are encountered in 
all types of libraries, and their solution depends on the 
willing co-operation of librarians in every field”. This 
new edition will be available very shortly.

| Death of H. E. Bliss 
Members will ba sorry to learn of the death of Henry 
Evelyn Bliss on the 9th August 1955 at the age of 85. 
Mr. Bliss was librarian of the College of the City of 
New York from 1891 until ‘his retirement in 1940. He 
made his name as an original theorist on classification 
in his books The organtsation of knowledge and the system of 
the sciences, and The organisation of knowledge in libraries. 
His own Bibliographic Classification started to appear 
in 1940 and was completed in 1953. It has been adopted 
by a number of new special libraries particularly in 
Britain and the Commonwealth, and a system for 
revising and keeping it up-to-date by means of the 
Bliss Classification Bulletin has been instituted. Mr. Bliss 
was undoubtedly one of the outstanding librarians of 
our time.

The winter meeting addressed by Dr. D. J. Urquhart, 
D.S.LR., on this subject on 21st October was as lively 
as any that Aslib has ever held. Deliberately provocative, 
Dr. Urquhart made sixteen propositions ranging from 
an increase in world scientific output more rapid than 
that of probable British output of scientific manpower to 
a possibility that technical college libraries could be 
planned to provide a public service, could recruit 
scientific manpower and could provide a technical 
enquiry service. Discussion lasted 
for over an hour and a quarter and 
touched upon the relative poten- 
tialities of public libraries and 
technical college libraries, the 
merits of co-operative schemes 
over schemes based on one type 
of library only, the need to deter- 
mine the basic technical library 
service required by the country 
regardless of its method of organ-
